Investment  of     .    Sec.  2.  The  State  Board  of  Education  may,  from  time 

to  time,  as  the  same  shall  accumulate,  invest  the  public 
school  funds  in  United  States  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Auditor  shall  keep  a  separate  and 
distinct  account  of  the  public  school  funds  and  of  the 
interest  and  income  thereof,  and  also  of  such  moneys  as 
may  be  raised  by  State,  county  and  capitation  tax,  or 
otherwise,  for  school  purposes.  He  shall  draw  his  war- 
rants on  the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county 
treasurer,  whenever  such  county  treasurer  shall  present 
an  order  from  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  4.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  as  a 
special  deposit  all  school  funds  paid  into  the  Treasur}% 
and  pay  them  out  only  on  the  warrant  of  the  State  Aud- 
itor, issued  on  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
in  favor  of  a  county  treasurer,  which  warrant,  duly  in- 
dorsed by  the  county  treasurer  in  whose  favor  it  is  drawn, 
shall  be  the  only  valid  voucher  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  disbursement  of  school  funds. 

Sec.  6.  The  county  commissioners  of  each  county  shall 

constitute  a  board  of  education  for  the  county.    The 

chairman  of  the  county  commissioners  shall  be  the  chair- 

Powers  and  du-  man,  the  register  of  deeds  the  secretary,  and  the  county 

treasurer  the  treasurer  of  the  county  board  of  education. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  board  of  education  shall  have  super- 
vision of  the  public  schools  in  their  respective  counties, 
shall  decide  all  controversies  relating  to  the  boundaries  of 
school  districts,  or  which  may  arise  upon  the  construction 
of  the  school  law,  and  shall,  see  that  the  school  law  is  en- 
forced. An  appeal,  however,  may  be  taken  from  any 
decision  of  a  county  board  to  the  State  board  of  education. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  treasurer  of  each  county  shall  re- 
ceive and  disburse  all  public  school  funds.  But  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  execute  a 
bond   with  sufficient  sccuritv  in  double  the  amount  of

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money  which  may  come  into  his  possession  during  any 
year  of  his  official  term,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  as  treasurer  of  the  county  board  of  education.  Bond. 
The  county  commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time,  if  nfe- 
cessaty,  require  the  county  treasurer  to  give  bond  and 
sufficient  security  by  additional  bond  or  bonds,  so  as  to 
secure  the  faithful  administration  of  the  school  funds,  and 
in  default  thereof,  the  commissioners  shall  be  ffuiltv  of  a  orders, 
misdemeanor. 

Sec.  9.  All  orders  upon  the  county  treasurer  for  school 
money  for  the  payment  of  teachers,  for  the  purchase  of 
sites  for  school-houses,  and  for  half  the  cost  of  building, 
repairing,  and  furnishing  school-houses,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  school  committee  of  the  township  in  which  the 
school  is  taught  or  in  which  the  site  or  school-house  is  sit- 
uated, which  orders,  duly  indorsed  by  the  persons  to 
whom  the  same  are  payable,  shall  be  the  only  valid  vouch- 
ers in  the  hands  of  countv  treasurers  for  disbursomentsof  secretary, 
school  money. 

Sec.  10.  The  secretary  shall  record  all  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  county  board  of  education,  issue  all  notices 
and  orders  pertaining  to  the  public  schools,  school -houses? 
sites  or  districts,  which  notices  or  orders  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriff  to  sers^e,  and  record  all  school  statistics 
which  shall  be  reported  to  him  by  school  committees  and 
board  of  county  examiners  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  Appeal, 
the  county  commissioners  for  the  purpose. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  in  which  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
from  the  decision  of  the  county  to  the  State  board  of  edu- 
cation, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  send  up  a 
transcript  of  the  proceedings  and  evidence  in  the  caso>  Meetings, 
together  with  the  ^^Titten  statements  of  the  parties. 

Sec.  12.  The  county  board  of  education  of  each  county 
shall  hold  two  regular  meetings  every  year  on  the  first 
Mondays  of  February  and  August  for  the  purpose  of  look- 
ing after  the  interests  of  the  public  schools :  Provided, 
That  the  chairman  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  at 
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any  time.  At  each  regular  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the

If  the  board  of  examiners  should 
bec6me  satisfied  that  any  person  to  whom  a  teachers'  cer- 
tificate has  been  granted  is  guilty  of  any  immoral  or  dis- 
reputable conduct,  or  is  neglectful  of  or  in  any  way  in- 
competent to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a  teacher, 
they  shall  revoke  the  certificate  and  give  notice  to  the 
secretary  of  the  county  board  of  education.

Everett,  A.  B.  Welch  and  D.  C.  Harden,  their  associates, 
successors  or  assigns  are  hereby  constituted  and  created  a

body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of 
"  The  Raburn  Gap  Short  Line  Railway  Company,"  and  corporate  name, 
by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  succession  with  all  the

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  Sjg^gjf^y* 
enacty  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Bruns-  J^[®*^**®  ^*"^' 
wick  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  said 
ferry,  causeway,  franchise,  .flats,  boats,  buildings  and 
other  pro^rty  belonging  or  appertaining  to  said  fran- 
chise, and  to  hold  and  maintain  the  same,  together  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  penalties  contained  in 
the  original  charter  to  William  Doy,  or  any  amendments 
thereto.

Sec.  2.  On  each  taxable  poll  or  male  between  the  ages 
of  twenty-one  and  fifty,  except  such  poor  and  infirm  per- 
sons as  the  county  commission ei-s  may  declare  and  record 
fit  subjects  for  exemption,  there  shall  be  annually  le\'ied 
and  collected  a  tax  of  one  dollar  and  five  cents,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  tax  to  be  devoted  to  purposes  of  education 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  If  any  poll  tax  shall  not 
be  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  stmie  shall  be  de- 
mandable,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  if  he  can 
find  no  property  of  the  person  liable  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  same,  to  attach  any  debt  or  other  property  incapable

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  a  strict  enforcement  of 
the  criminal  law  in  reference  to  many  offences  committed 
within  the  limits  of  the  State  since  the  close  of  the  late 
civil  war  would  result  in  greater  detriment  to  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  than  a  policy  based  upon  mercy  and  for- 
giveness, therefore. 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  of  Noiih  Carolina  do 
enacty  That  no  person  who  may  have  committed  any 
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crime  against  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  with  the  exception  of  rape,  deliberate  and 
wilful  murder,  arson  and  burglary,  while  a  member  of 
or  officer  or  pretended  officer  of  the  Heroes  of  America,. 
Loyal  Union  League,  Red  Strings,  Constitutional  Union 
Guard,  White  Brotherhood,  Invisible  Empire,  Ku-Klur 
Klan,  North  Carolina  State  Troops,  North  Carolina  Mi- 
litia, Jay  Hawkers,  or  any  other  organization,  association, 
or  assembly,  secret  or  otherwise,  political  or  otherwise,  by 
whatever  name  known  or  called,  in  obedience  to  the  com- 
mands, decrees  or  determinations,  by  whatever  name 
called,  of  such  organizations,  associations  or  assemblies, 
or  in  obedience  to  the  commands,  orders  or  requests  of 
any  one  exercising  or  pretending  to  exercise  any  authority 
or  pretended  authority  by  reason  of  his  connection  or  at- 
tachment to  any  such  organization,  association  or  assem- 
bly, shall  be  held  to  answer  criminally  for  any  such  crime 
against  or  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  said  State  of

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  FIFTY  OF  PRIVATE  LAW&  OF 
ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTY-ONE  AND 
ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTY-TWO, 
ENTITLED  AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TOWN  OF  BOON, 
IN   WATAUGA   COUNTY. 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  of  North  Oarolma  do  Amendment. 
enad,  That  section  two  of  chapter  fifty,  private  laws  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  and  one 
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their  legal  representative ;  and  if  the  sale  shall  not  pro- 
duce the  sum  required,  with  the  incidental  charges,  then 
they  may  recover  the  remainder  from  the  original  pro- 
prietor or  his  assignee,  or  from  his  or  her  executor  or 
administrator,  by  action  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
thereof;  and  any  purchaser  of  stock  at  such  sale  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules,  regulations  and  laws  as  the 
original  proprietor. 

Sec.  10.  The  president  and  directors,  their  oflBcers  and 
servants  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon 
any  lauds  or  tenements  through  which  they  may  desire  to 
conduct  their  works,  and  may  lay  out  the  same  at  their 
discretion,  so  that  no  yard,  mill-houfie  or  other  building 
of  any  person  be  invaded  without  his  consent,  and  they

Sec.  11.  That  when  any  land  or  right  of  way  may  be 
required  by  said  company  for  any  purposes  set  forth  in 
this  act,  and  for  want  of  agreement  or  for  any  other 
cause  the  same  cannot  be  purchased  from  the  owner,  the 
same  may  betaken  at  a  valuation  to  be  made  by  five  free- 
holders selected  by  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  same  is  located.  In  making  said  valuation 
the  freeholders  shall  take  into  consideration  the  loss  or 
damage  that  may  accrue  to  the  owner  or  owners  in  con- 
sequence of  the  land  or  right  of  way  being  surrendered,, 
and  the  benefits  and  advantage,  general  or  special , 
which  said  owner  or  owners  may  receive  by  the  general 
increased  value  of  the  land,  or  any  special  benefit  which

And  the  company  shall  in  the  same  way  be  indictable  for 
any  wilful  damage  to  persons  or  property  by  its  authority 
beyond  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  may  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec  23.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  firom  and  after  its 
ratification.
